The application has been amended as follows: Cancel claim 18. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

It is in the opinion of the examiner that the art of record neither anticipates nor renders 
obvious "characterized in that initially the tubular starting part (A) maintains a first cylindrical 
region (1) and is reduced by a radial or tangential deformation method in at least a second region 
(2) conically with an angle (or) and in at least a third region (3) cylindrically to a smaller 
diameter (D2) and thereby forming a mold blank (V) having an increased wall thickness (b2) 
relative to the starting wall thickness (b 1) in the second region (2) and in the third region (3); 
then bending the mold blank (V) in the second region (2) according to a required curvature for 
thereby forming an A-column; performing a final forming of the A-column by inner high 
pressure metal forming of the mold blank (V) in the first region and/or in the second region 
maintaining a cylindrical form of the first cylindrical region" in combination with the rest of the 
claimed limitations set forth in the independent claim.
